HE Church of Chriſt hath in all ages had 
-x preſcript forme of Common prayer, or 
Divine ſervice, as appeareth by the an- 
cient Liturgies of the Greeke and Latine 
Churches. This was done, as for other 

great cauſes, ſo likewiſe for retaining an 
uniformitie in Gods worſhip : a thing moſt 
beſeeming them that are of one and: the 
ſame profeſſion. For by the forme that is 
kept in the outward worſnip of God, men 
commonly judge of. Religion. If in that 
Ail there be à diverſitie, ſtraight they are apt 
to · conceive the Religion” to: bee diverſe. 

f — Wöherefore it were to be wiſſied, that the 
whole Church of Chriſt were one as well in forme of publike worſhip , as 
in doctrine: And that as it hath but one Lord, and one Faith, ſo it had but 
one heart, and one mouth. This would prevent many ſchiſmes and diviſions,

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and ſerve much to the preſerving of unitie. But ſince that cannot be hoped 


for in the whole Catholike Chriſtian Church, yet at leaſt in the Churches 
that are under the protection of one Soveraigne Prince the ſame ought to 
be endeavoured. 

It was not the leaſt part of our late Soveraigne King Jam = s of bleſſed 
memorie his care, to work this uniformitie in all his Dominions : but while 
he was about to do it, it pleafed God to tranſlate him to a better kingdome. 
His Majz sTIz that now raigneth, (and long may He raigne over us in 
all happineſſe) not ſuffering his Fathers good purpoſe to fall ro the ground, 
bur treading the ſame path, with the like zeale and pious affection, gave 
order ſoon after his coming to the Crown , for the framing of a book of 
Common prayer, like unto that which is received in the Churches of Eng- 
land and Ireland, for the uſe of this Church. After many lets and hinde- 
rances, the ſame cometh now to be publiſhed, to the good, we truſt, of all 
Gods" people, and the increaſe of true pietic, and ſincere devotion amonglt 
them. | 

But as there is nothing, how good and warrantable ſoever in it ſelfe, a- 
gainſt which ſo me will not except: ſo it may be that exceptions will be taken

agaiuſt this good and moſt pious work, and perhaps none more preſſed, 
* that we have followed the Service book of England. But we ſhould 
defire them that ſhall take this exception, to conſider, that being as we are 
by Gods mercie of one true profeſſion, and otherwiſe united by many bonds, 
it had not been fitting to vary much from theirs, our eſpecially coming forth 
after theirs , ſeeing the diſturbers of the Church both here and there, ſhould 
by our differences, if they had been great, taken occaſion to worke more 
trouble. Therefore did wee think meet to adhere to their forme, even in the 
feſtivals, and ſome other rites, not as yet received, nor obſerved in our 
Church, rather then by omitting them, to give the Adverſarie to think, that 
we diſliked any part of their Service. 

Our firſt Reformers were of the ſame minde with us, as appeareth by the 
ordinance they made, that in all the Pariſhes of this Realme, the Common 
prayer ſhould be read weekly on Sundaies, and other Feſtivall dayes, with 
the Leſſons of the old and new Teſtament, conforme to the order of the book 
of Common prayer (meaning that of Erigland ; for it is known that divers 
gon after we had no other order for common prayer). This is recordedta 

ve been the firſt head concluded in a frequent Councell of- the Lords and 
Barons profeſſing Chriſt Jeſus. We keep the words of the hiſtorie ; Religion 
was not then placed in rites and geſtures , nor men taken with the fancie 3 
tcurporarit prayers. Sure, the publike worſhip of God in his Church, being 
the. moſt ſolemne action of us his — creatures here below, ought to be 
performed by a Liturgie adviſedly ſet and framed, and not according to the 

ſudden and various fancies of men. This ſhall ſuffice for the preſent

Let all things be done among you,ſaith S. Paul, in a ſeemty and due 
oder. The appointment of the which ozder pertaineth not to pzivate 
men: therefozeno man ought to take in hand a pzeſume to appoint oz 
alter any publike oz common oꝛder in Chiifts church, except he de law⸗ 
fully called andauthozized thereunto. : 

And whereas in this our time, the mindes of men areſo divers that 
lome think it a great matter of conſcience, todepart from a piece of the 
leaſt of theirceremonies, they be ſo addicted to their old cuſtomes , and 
again on the other ſide, ſome be ſo new-fangled, that they would inno⸗ 
vate all things, and ſo deſpiſe the old, that nothing can like them but 
that is new: it was thought expedient, not ſomuch to havereſpect how 
to pleaſe and ſatisfie either of theſe parties, as how to pleaſe God, and 
p2ofit them both. And pet leſt any man ſhould be offended, whom good 
reaſon — * fatisfte; here be certaine cauſes rendꝛed, why ſome of the 
accuſtomed ceremonies be put away, and ſome retained and kept ſtill. 


Some are put away, becauſe the great exteſle and multitude of them 
Hath ſo increaſed in theſe latter dayes, that the burthenof them was in⸗ 
tolerable , wherefoze S. Auguſtine in his time complained, that they 
Weregrown to tuch a number, that the eſtate of Chꝛiſtian people was in 
wozle caſe concerning that matter, then were the Jews. And he coun⸗ 
felled, that ſuch yoke and burthen ſhould be taken away, as time would 
ſerve quietly to do it.

But what would S. Juguſtine have laid it he had ſeen the ceremo⸗ 
nies ot late dayes uſed among us: whereunto the multitude uſed in hig 
time was not to be compared ? This our exceſſive multitude of ceremo⸗ 
nies was ſo great, and many of them lo darke, that theydid mozecon- 
found and darken , then declare and ſet fozth Chuſts benefits unto us. 

And beſides this, Chꝛiſts goſpel is nota ceremoniall law (as much 
of Moles law was) but it is a religion to ſerve God; not in bondage of 
the figure oz ſhadow, but in the freedome of the ſpirit, being content on- 
ly with tholeceremonies which do ſerve to a decent oder, and godly di⸗ 
ſcipline, and ſuch as be apt to ſtir up the dull minde of man to the. re- 
membzance ot his duty to God, by ſome notable and ſpeciall ſignificatts 
on, whereby he might be editied. MES Ziff £4: 2 II 

Furthermoze , the moſt weighty cauſe of the aboliſhment of certaine 
ceremonies was that they were ſo far abuſed, partly by the ſuperſſi- 
tious blindneſle of the rude and unlearned, and partly by the unſatiable 
avarice of ſuchas fought moze their own lucre, then the glozy of God, 
that the abuſes could not weil be taken away, the thing remaining ſtill, 
But now as concerning thole perſons , which peradventure will be - 
fended, foz that ſome of the old ceremonies are retained gill: i. they con; 
ſider,that without ſome ceremonies it is not poſſible to keepany oder, 
92 quiet diſcipline in the Church, they ſhall eaſilyperceivejuſt cauſe to re⸗ 
foune their judgements. And if they thinke much that any of the old do 
remaine, and would rather have all deviſed anew? then ſuch men gran- 
— — ceremonies conbenient to de had, ſitrely where the old may be 
well uted, there they cannot-reaſonavly repꝛobe the old onely foz their 
age, without bewzaying of their own folly.Fozin luch cl caſe They ought 
rather to have reverence unto them foz their antiguity, iT they wilt! 
clare themſelves to be moze ſtudious ofunitie and concozd, then ol inno⸗ 

tions and new-fanglenefle, which (as much as map be, with the true 
etting fozth of Chaiſts Religion) is alwayes tobeeſchewed. Further- 
moꝛe, ſuch ſhall have no juſt cauſe with the ceremonies reſerved to be of- 
fended. Foz as thoſe be taken away which were molt abuſed, and did 
burden mens conlciences without any cauſe: ſo theother that remaine 
are retained fo2 a diſcipline and oꝛder, ( which upon juſt cauſes) maybe 
altered and changed, and therefoze are not to be eſteemed equall with 
Gods law. And mozeover they be neither Darke noz dumb ceremonies, 
pert Gn lo ſet fozth that every man may underſtand what they Do mean, 
and to what uſe they do ſerve. So that it is not like, that they in time to 
tome, ſhould beabuſed as other have been. Ind in thele our doings wee 
condemne no other nations, noꝛ pꝛelcribe any thing, but to our own peo- 
ple only. Foz wee think it convenient that every countrey ſhould ule 
tuch ceremonies, as they ſhall think beſt to the ſetting fozxthok Gods ho⸗ 
nour and glozy, and to the reducing of the people to a moſt perfect and 
godly living, without errour oz ſuperſtition: And that they ſhould put 
away other things, which from time to time they perceive to bee moſt 
abuſed, as in mens ozdinanceg it often chanceth Ddiverfly , in divers

twelve, called Judas Iſcariot, went unto the chief wieſts, 


and ſaid unto them, What will ye give me, and J will de- 


liber hun unto vou; and they covenanted with him foz thir⸗ 
tie pieces of ſilver, And from that time he ſought oppoztu- 
nitie to betray him. Mow the firſt day of the feaſt ot unlea- 
vencd bꝛead, the diſciples came to Jeſus, ſaying unto him, 
Where wilt thou that wee pꝛepare foz thee to eat the paſle- 
over: And he laid, Go into the citie to ſuch a man, and ſap 
unto him, The maſter ſaith , Mp time is at hand, J will 
keep the paſſeo ver at thy houſe with mp dilciples. And the 
diſciples did as Jeſus had appointed them, and they made 


readie the paſſeover. Now when the even was come, he ſat 


down with the twelve. And as they did eat, he ſaid, Uerily 
I ſay unto you, that one of you ſhall betray me, And they 
were exceeding ſozrowfull, and beganeverig one of them to 
ſay unto him, Lo2d. is it : And he anſwered and ſaid, He 
that dippeth his hand with me in the diſh, the ſame ſhall 
betray me. The Son ot man goeth as it is wzttenofhim : 
but wo unto that man by whom the Son of man is betrays 
ed: it had been good foꝛ that man, if he had not been boꝛn. 
Then Judas, which betraied Him, anſwered, and ſaid, Ma⸗ 
ſter, is it : He ſaid unto him, Thou haſt ſaid. And as they 
were eating, Jeſus took bꝛead, and bleſſed it, and bꝛake it, 


and gave it to the diſciples, and ſaid, Take, eat, this is my 


E 4 body, 
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body. And he took the cup, and gave thanks, and gave it to 


them, ſaping, Dzink ye all of it: foꝛ this is my bloud of the 
new teſtament which is (ſhed foꝛ many koꝛ the remiſſion of 
* ſins, But J ſay unto you, Þ will not dznk Hencefozth of 
this fruit of the vine, untill that day when J dꝛink it new 
With vou in my Fathers kingdome. And when they had ſung 
an hymne they went out into the mount ok Olives. Then 
ſaith Jeſus unto them, All ye ſhall be offended becauſe of me 
this night: foꝛ it is wꝛitten, Þ will mite the ſhepherd, and 
the ſheep of the flock ſhall be ſcattered abꝛoad. But after J 
amriſen again, Þ will go befoze you into Galilee, Peter an- 
ſwered andſaid unto him, Though all men ſhall be offended 
becauſe of thee, yet will Þ never be offended, Jeſus laid un⸗ 
to him, Uerily J ſay unto thee, that this night befoze the 
cock crow, thou ſhalt deny me thꝛice. Peter ſaidunto him, 


Though J ſhould die with thee, yet will J not deny thee : 


likewiſe allo ſaid all the diſciples. Then cometh Jeſus with 
them unto a place called Gethſemane.and ſaith unto the dil⸗ 
ciples, Sit pe here, while J go-andp2ay ponder, And he took 
with him, Peter, and the two ſons of Zebedee, and began to 
be ſozrowful, and very heavy. Then ſaith he unto them, Pp 
ſoul is exceedingſozrowfull, eben unto death: tarry ye here 
and watch with me. And he went a little further, and fell on 
his face, and pꝛaped, ſaying, O mp Father, if it be poſſible, 
let this cup paſſe from me: nevertheleſſe, not as J will, but 
as thou wilt. And he cometh unto the diſciples, and findeth 
them aſleep, and ſaith unto Peter, What, could yee not 
watch with me one Houre - Watch andpzay, that ye enter 
notinto ion: the ſpirit indeed is willing, but the fleſh 
is weak, He went away again the ſecond time, and pꝛayed, 
ſaying, O mp Father. if this cup may not paſſe away from 
me, except 'Þ d2tnk it, thy will be done. And he came and 
kound chem aſleep again: foꝛ their eyes were heavie. And he 
left them, and went away again, and pzayed the third time. 
ſaying the ſame woꝛds. Then cometh hee to his diſciples, 
andſaithunto them, Sleeponnow, and take your reſt, be⸗ 
hold, the houre is at hand, and the Sonne of man is betray⸗ 


he 


ed into che hands of ſinners, Riſe , let us be going: behold, 
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he is at hand that doth betray me, And while he yet ſpake, 
lo, Judas one of the twelve came, and with him a great 
multitude with ſwoꝛds and ſtaves from the chiet pꝛieſts and 
elders of the people. Mow he that betrayed him, gave them 
a ſigne, ſaying, Whomſoever J (hall kiſſe that ſame is he, 
hold him faſt, And foꝛthwith he came to Jeſus, and ſaid, 
Hail maſter, and kiſſed him, And Jeſus ſaid unto him, 
Friend, Wherefoze art thou come Then came they and 
laid hands on Jeſus, and took him. And behold, one of 
them which were with Jeſus, ſtretched out his hand, and 
dew his \wozd, and ſtroke a ſervant of the High pꝛieſts, and 
\mote off his care. Then ſaid Jeſus unto him, Put up 
again thy lwoꝛd into his place: foꝛ all they that take the 
ſwo2d, ſhall periſh. with the \wozd, Thinkeſt thou that Þ 
cannot now pꝛay to my Father, and he ſhall pzeſently give 
me moꝛe then twelve legions of angels ⸗ But how then 
ſhall the ſcriptures be fulfilled, that thus it muſt be: In 
that ſame houre ſaid Jeſus to the multitudes, Are pe come 
out as againſt a thief with woꝛds and ſtaves foꝛ to take 
me : IJ lat daily with you teaching in the temple, and yee 
laid no hold on me. But all this was done, that the ſcrip- 
tures of the pꝛophets might be fulfilled, Then all the diſct- 
ples fozſook Him, and fled, And they that had laid hold on 
Jeſus, led bim away to Caiaphas the high pꝛieſt, where 
the Scribes and the Elders were aſſembled. But Peter 
followed him a farre off, unto the high pꝛieſts palace, and 
went in, and ſat with the ſervants to ſee the end, Now the 
chief pꝛielts and elders, and all the councel , ſought falſe 
witnelle againſt Jeſus to put him to death, but found 
none: yea, though many falſe witneſſes came, yet found 
they none. At the laſt came two falſe witneſſes , and ſatd, 
This fellow ſaid, I am able to deſtroy the temple of God, 
and to build it in thꝛee dayes. And the high pꝛieſt aroſe , and 
faid unto him, Anlwereſt thou nothing 2 What is it, which 
theſe witneſle againſt thee + But Jeſus held his peace. 
And the high pꝛieſt anſwered and ſaid unto him, J adjure 
thee by the iving God, that thou tell us, whether thou 
bee the Chꝛiſt the Sonne of God. Jeſus ſaith — 
| x ou 
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Thou haſt ſaid : nevertheleſſe J ſay unto you, Hereafter 
ſhall yeeſee the Donne of man ſitting on the right hand of 
power, andcoming in the clouds of heaven, Then the high 
pꝛieſt rent his clothes, ſaying , He hath ſpoken blaſphemte, 
what further need have we of witneſſes : behold, now pee 
have heard his blaſphemie. What think ye + They anſwer: 
ed andſaid, Ne is guilty of death. Then did they ſpit in his 
face, and buffetted him, and others ſmote him with the 
palms of their hands, ſaying, Pzopheſie unto us, thou 
Chuſt, who is he that \mote thee » Now Peter lat without 
in the palace: and a damſel came unto him, ſaying, Thou 
alſo waſt with Jeſus of Galilee, But he dented befoze them 
all, ſaying , I know not what thou ſayeſt, And when he 


ſaid unto them that were there, This fellow was alſo with 
Jeſus of Nazareth. And again he denied with an oath, J 


one of them, foꝛ thy ſpeech bew2ayeth thee. Then began 
he to curſe and to ſwear, ſaying, I know not the man. And 
immediatlp the cock crew. And Peter remembꝛed the woꝛds 
of Jeſus, which faid unto him, Befoze the cock crow, thou 


when the mozning was come, all the chief pꝛieſts and 
elders of the people , took counſel againſt Jeſus to put 
him to death, And when they had bound him, they led 


vbernour. Then Judas which had betrayed him, when 
hee ſaw-that hee was condemned, repented Himſelf, and 


and elders , ſaying, J have ſinned , in that J have ve: 
trayed the innocent bloud, And they ſaid, What is chat to 
us: ſee thou to that. And hee calt down the pieces of ſi 
ver in the temple , and departed, and went and hanged 
ſelf, And the chief pꝛieſts took the ſilver pieces, and 
laid, It is not lawfull foz to put them into the treaſury, 
becauſe it is the pꝛice of bloud. And they took counſel, and 
bought with them the potters field, to bury — in, 
| erekoꝛe 


was gone out into the poꝛch, another maid faw him, and 


do not know the man. And after a while came unto him 
they that ſtood by, and ſaid to Peter, Durely thou alſo art 


ſhalt denie me thꝛice. And he went out, and wept bitterly; 


him away, and delivered him to Pontius Pilate the Go: 


bꝛought again the thirtie pieces of ſilver to the chtef pꝛieſts 
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greatly, Now at char feaſt the governour was wont to re⸗ 
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wherefo:e that field was called, The Feld of bloud unto 

is day. ( Then was fulfilled that which was. ſpoken by 

eremy the pꝛophet, ſaying , And they took: the thirty 
pieces of ſilver, the price of him that was valued, whom 
they of the childzen of Ilrael did value: and gave them 
foz the potters field, as the Lozd appointed me.) And Je⸗ 
ſus ſtood befoze the governonr'; and the governour ask⸗ 
ed him, ſaying, Art thou the King of the Jews: And 
Jeſus ſaid unto him, Thou ſayeſt, And when he was ac- 
cuſed of the chief pꝛieſts and elders, he anſwered nothing. 
Then ſaith Pilate unto him, Heareſtthou not how many 
things they witneſle againſt cher And he anſwered him 
to never a wozd, inſomuch that the governour marvelled 


teale unto the people a pꝛiſoner, whom they would, And 
they had then a notable pziſoner, called Barabbas. There 


 fozewhen they were gathered together, Ptlate ſaid unto 
them, Whom will ye that J releaſe unto vou: Barabbas, 


02 Jeſus, which is called Chat - Foz he knew that foz en⸗ 
vie they had delivered him. When hee was ſet down on the 
judgement ſeat, his wife ſent unto him, ſaying, Have 
thou nothing to do with that juſt man: foꝛ Þ have ſuffer- 
edmany things this day in a dꝛeam, becauſe of him, But 
the chiet pꝛieſts and elders perlwaded the multitude that 
they ſhould ask Barabbas, and deſtroy Jeſus, Lhe go⸗ 
vernour anſwered and ſaid unto them, Whether of the 
twain will ye that J releaſe unto you? They ſaid, Barab- 
bas. Pilate ſaith unto them, what ſhall J dd then with 
Jeſus, which is called Chꝛiſt They all ſay unto him, Let 
him be cruciſied. And the governour law, why, what evil 
hath he done - But they cried out the moꝛe, ſaytng, Let 
him bee crucified, when Pilate ſaw that he could pzevait 
nothing, but that r a tumult was made, hee took 
water, and waſhed his hands defoze the multitude, ſaying, 
Jam innocent of the bloud ot this juſt perſon: ſee ye co it. 
Then anſwered all the people, and ſaid, His bloud be ow 
us, and on our chilyzen. Then releaſed he Barabbas un- 
to them: and when he had ſcourged Jeſus, he _—

him to be crucified, Then the ſouldiers of the governour 
took Jeſus into the common hall, and gathered unto him 
the whole band of ſouldiers. And they ſtripped him, and put 
on him a ſcarlet robe. And when they had platted a crown 
of thoꝛns, they put it upon his head, and a reed in his right 
Hand: and they bowed the knee befoze him, and mocked him, 
ſaving, Hail King oßthe Jews. And they ſpit upon him and 
took the reed, and note him on the head. And after that 
they had mocked him, they took the robe off from him, and 
put his own raiment on him, and led him away to crucifie 
im. And as they came out, they found a man of Cyzene, 
imon by name: him they compelled to bear his croſſe. And 
when they were come unto a place called G olgotha, that is 
to ſay, a place of a Skull, they gave him vineger to dꝛinke, 
mingled with gall: and when hee had taſted chercof hee 
would not dꝛink. And they crucifted him, and parted his gar: 
ments, caſting lots: that it might be fulſtlled which was 
ſpoken by the pꝛophet, They parted my garments among 
them, and upon my veſture did they caſt lots. And fitting 
down, they watched him there: and ſet up over his head, 
his accuſation wꝛitten, THIS IS JESUS THE KING 
OF THE JEWS: Then were there two theeves cruci⸗ 
fied with him: one on the right hand, and another on the 
left, And Pep that paſſed by, reviled him, wagging their 
heads, and ſaying, Thou that deſtropeſt the temple, and 
butldeſt it in thꝛee dayes , fave thy (elf : if thon bee the 
Sonne of God, come down from the crofſe, Likewile 
alſo the chief pꝛieſts mocking htm, with the Scribes and 
Elders, ſaid, Hee ſaved others, himſelf Hee cannot ſave: 
if hee bee the King of Jſrael , let him now come down 
from the croſſe, and wee will beleeve him; He truſted in 
God. , let him deliver him now if Hee will Have him: fo 
hee ſaid, J am the Sonne of God, The theeves alſo 
which were crucified with him, caſt the ſame in his teeth. 
Now from the ſixth houre there was darkneſſe over alk 
the land unto the ninth. haure. And about the ninth 
houre Jeſus cryed with à loud voyce , ſaying , Eli, Eli, 
lama ſabachthani, that is to ſay , Py:G O D, my G 1 
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why halt thou foꝛſaken mee; Some of them that ſtood 
there, when they heard that, ſaid , This man cat- 
teth foz Elias, And ſtraight way one of them ran, and 
took a-ſpunge , and filled it with vineger ; and put it 
on a reed, and gabe him to dꝛink. The reſt faid , Let 
bee, let us ſee whether Elias will come to ſave him. Je⸗ 
ſus, when hee Had cried again with a loud voyce, peeid⸗ 
ed up the ghoſt. And behold, the vail of the temple was 
rent in twain, from the top to the bottome, and the earth 
did quake, and the rocks rent, and the graves were open⸗ 
ed, and many bodies of ſaints which flept., aroſe, and 
came out of the graves after his Reſurrection, and went 
into the holy city, and appeared unto many, Now when the 
Centurion, and they that were with him, watching Jeſus, 
ſaw the earth-quake , and thoſe things that were done, 
they feared greatly , ſaying, Truely this was the Sonne 
of God. And many women were there (beholding afarre 
off) which followed Jeſus from Galilee, miniſtring unto 
him. Among which was Mary Magdalene, and Mary 
the mother of James and Joſes, and the mother of 
Zebedees childꝛen. 4 
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Foz the day of vengeance is in mine heart, and the yeare 
of my redeemed is come.

him to reſt: ſo didſt thou lead thy people, to make thy ſelf 
à gloꝛious name.

This 
title then read many of the Jews: foz the place where 
Jeſus was cructfied was nigh to the city, and it was 
Waitten in Hebꝛew, and Gꝛeek, and Latine, Then ſatd the 
chief pꝛieſts of the Jews to Pilate , Wꝛite not, The king 
of the Jews, but that he ſaid, Jam king of the Jews, 
ftlate anſwered, what A have waitten, J have waitten, 
hen the ſonldiers , when hey had crucified Jeſus, took 
his garments (and made foure parts, to every ſouldier a 
part) and alſo his coat: now the coat was without ſeam, 
woven from the top throughout. They latd therefoze 
among themſelves , Let us not rent it, but caſt lots fon 
it, whole it ſhall be: that the ſcripture might be fulftlied, 
which ſaith, They parted my raiment among them, 15

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foz my veſture they did caſt tots; Thele things therekoꝛe the 
ſouldiers did.
